FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Gema, Nov. 13. The Englith Fleet, confifting of 24 
Sail, which lately cruiz’d between the Iflands of Corfica 
and Sardinia, has quite difappear’d, after dividing into 
two Squadrons, one of which, if not both, we imagine 
is gone to Port-Mahon. The Republick has order’d two 
new Forts to be built at the Mouth of the Gulph of 
Spezzia, in one of which we have already planted 22 
zeces of Cannon. 
The Mafter of a Veffel arriv’d in ten Days from Bar- 
celona reports, that they are going on there with a new 
Embarkation of Troops, which is to confift of about 
s000 Men, both Horfe and Foot, with Artillery, Am- 
munition, &c. 
Bologna, Nov.16. We hear that the Spaniards have 
made themfelves Mafters of the Citadel of Cafal, which 
Cenqueft has coft them 6oo Men; and that they are 
now gbing to attack Mortara, Verceli, Novare and the 
Citadel of Milan. Leyden Gazette. 
Cinftantinople, Sept.27. Several Couriers arriv’d from 
Afia have brought the News of the total Defeat of the 
Ottoman Army commanded by the Serafkier Giegen, by 
the Perfians, in the Plains of Alouftan; and that of 
100,000 Men, and upwards, of which his Army con- 
fifted, there did not efcape in the whole above 18,000Men. 
The Shah Nadir fent a great Body of Horfe to break 
down the Bridge which the Ottoman Army had on the 
River Arpafaci, which brought on their toml Ruin ; 
for arriving on the Banks of that River, they not only 
found it impoffible to repafs it, by Reafon of their 
i being deftroy’d, but which was much worfe, 
they found that Body of Horfe pofted on the other Side 
the River, with a Line of finall Field-Pieces before them, 
and the whole Perfian Army in their Rear; by whom 
they were driven into the River, and there either 
drown’d, or fhot by the Cavalry on the other Side. The 
Ottomans loft on the Field of Battle their Tents, Am- 
munition, Artillery, Military Cheft, and the Seraf- 
kier’s Treafure ; which, altogether, amounted to feve- 
yal Millions. This bad News has occafion’d the calling 
{everal Councils, in which the Expences of the War 
have been examin’d, and thofe of the laft Campaign are 
computed at little thortof 18 Millions. To replace this 
immenfe Sum, it has been refolv’d to lay a new Tax, 
but fuch a one as fhall not reach the People ; in fhort, 
his Sublime Highnefs has fignified to the Princes of 
Wallachia and Moldavia, to the Turkith, Chriftian, 
and Jewith Clergy, and to other Perfons who have been 
hitherto exempted from all Kind of Impofitions, that 
this is the proper Time for them to thew their Refpect 
for 2 Government that has treated them fo mildly ; and 
that they may confult together how to raife 20 Millions 
for the Ex of the next Campaign, in the leaft 
ve Manner poffible ; only remembring, that rais'd 
it muft be, and that in Time. : 
Petersbourg, Nov. 9. Baron Mardefeldt the Pruffian Mi- 
nifter, appear’d the 7th Inftant at the Drawing-Room, 
and deliver’d a Letter to the Emprefs from the King of

Reufen, in order to come down into that Dutchy thro’ 
the Plains, the Pruflians having obftru@ed the other 
Paffage by felling a vaft Number of Trees in it. 

Drefden, Nov. 27. It is reported that the King of 
Pruffia was at Gorlitz the 25th Inftant, where he tcok 
the Garrifon of s00 Men, and feiz’d the principal Ma- 
gazine which the Allies had form’d for their Subfift- 
ence, and had alfo demanded of that Town 100,000 
Florins, threatening the Magiftrates and Country with 
Military Execution if the faid Sum was not immedi- 
ately collected and deliver’d. I: is further faid, that he 
was on full March towards Oftritz; in order to attack 
Prince Charles, who was at Zittau. 

Hanover, Nov. 26. We are affur’d that Mr. Titley has 
fign’d a Convention at pe oy by which his Da- 
nifh Majefty promifes to fend over to England a Body 
of 12,000 of his Troops, in Cafe the Rebellion in Scot- 
land becomes more dangerous than it actually is, and ef- 
pecially if any foreign Power lands Troops there in fa- 
vour of the Pretender. Hague Gazette. 

Berlin, Nov. 27. The King has declar’d to the Ruffian 
Minifter, ‘ That it will not be his Fault if a good 
“ Harmony with the Court of Drefden be nor reftor’d, 
* provided that reciprocal Safety is previouily ftipulated 
* without Exception of Limitation: That his Majefty 
* accepts with Pleafure the good Offices which the 
* Court of Ruffia with other Powers may employ for 
* this Purpofe ; but as the Court of Drefden, not fa- 
* tisfy’d with having invaded Silefia laft Summer, in- 
* tends to do the fame now by the King’s other Heredi- 
© tary Countries, his Majefty has been oblig’d to take 
* proper Meafurés to defeat the dangerous Defigns of his 
* Enemies, &c.” 

The Prince of Anhalt-Deffau has Orders to march 
with his Army againft the Saxons. Hottilities are al- 
ready begun in Lufatia, as appears by the following 
News which the Court has juft publifh’d. 

* Laft Night an Exprefsarriv’d from the King’s Head 
* Quarters at Hennerfdorff in the Upper Lufatia, near 
* Gorlitz, with the agreeable News, that his Majefty 
* having enter’d Lufatia, in order to meet the Enemy’s 
* Army which is coming to pour into his Dominions, 
© attack’d by the Way-on the 23d Inftant, four Regi- 
* ments of Saxon Auxiliaries, which have been entirely 
* defeated, after a flight Refiftance. The Saxon Ge- 
* neral, Buchner, many Officers and 100 Soldiers have 
© been made Prifoners of War; and we have taken three 
© Colours, one Standard and a Pair of Kettle-Drums. 
‘ The Saxon Regiment of the Prince of Gotha, 
© Infantry, is cut in Pieces, and three Saxon pammeents 
* of Horfe are quite ruin’d. We expect ev our a 
* more particular Account of this Affair. “The King 
* defign’d to continue his March to Gorlitz the 24th in 
* order to attack Prince Charles of Lorrain, who has 
‘ detach’d eight Regiments from his Army to the 
* Lower Lufatia, in order to penetrate into the King’s 
* Dominions.’ 

Paris, Nov.26. We hear from Dunkirk, that the 
Royal Scotch Regiment, which had embark’d there 
with feveral Pickets, is‘ftill detain’d by contrary Winds 
But others fay that thofe Troops are prevented from put- 
ting to Sea by feveral Englifh Men of War that cruize 
off of that Harbour. Uni s have been fent to Dun- 
kirk for the Regiment of Fitz-James, which is alfo 
deftin’d for Scotland. 

Bruffels, Nov. zg. Count de Catinitz received Advice 
yefterday, thar the Governor of Dendermond was 
making Difpofitions to go and attack Fort St. Margaret 
fituated on the Scheld: Upon which his Excellency im- 
mediately difpatch’d Orders to Col. Dillon, who com- 
mands there, to defend himfelf to the laft Extremity, 
and not liften to any Capitulation ; affuring him at the 
fame time, that he fhall not want foranySuccours. As 
the Prefervation of that Fort is judg’d to be of the ut- 
moft Importance, feeing the Safety of the City of Ant- 
werp depends upon it. Orders have likewife been iffued 
for feveral Regiments to hold themfelves in readinefs to 
march to its Relief. 

Hague, Dec.t. M. Ammon, the Pruffian Minifter, 
receiv’d yefterday Morning an Exprefs from his Court, 
aad immediately after he notify’d to their High Might- 
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neffes, That the King his Mafter having bee iz’ 
* that Prince Charles had enter’d Lufntis ‘ae ae 
* greateft Part of the Army of Bohemia, in order io 
pufh on as far as F'rancfort and Croffen 5 and that the 
Corps cetach’d from the Army of the Rhine under 
Command of General Grune, had pafs’d the Elb at 
Torgau, in order to proceed to Lubben, and then 
march directly to Berlin; that even the irregulag 
Troops which the Saxons affembled near M eritzy 
had receiv’d Orders to pafs into Lufatia, and attack at 
once the Electoral Marche, the New Marche, and hig 
Majefty’s other Provinces ; he had found himfelf une 
der a Neceflity to prevent his Enemies and meet them 
part of the Way, by caufing his Army to enter Lufatia, 
and ordering his firft Marfhal, the reigning Prince of 
Anhalt-Detiau, to act againft the Saxon Army in the 
Neighbourhood of Leipfick. 

M. Ammon added, that the King his Mafter aim’d at 
nothing, in the Refolution he had taken, but to fecure 
the Tranquility of his Dominions, and fruftrate the- 
dangerous Projects which the Court of Drefden, in con- 
cert with the Houfe of Auftria, has form’d not onl 
againft Silefia, but even againft his Majefty’s eld Pof- 
feflions. 

Hague, Dec. 2. According to the laft Advices from 
Pererfbourg, the Emprefs being inform’d of the Re- 
bellion in Scotland, and having naturally a great Aver- 
fion for all Rebels and their Abetiors, her Imperial Ma- 
jetty ceclar'd to the Brith Minifter, that if any foreign 
Power declares in favour of the faid Rebels, or Furniihes 
them with Arms, Ammunition, &c, the will not fail, 
as foon as reguefted, to fend to the King of Great Brie 
tain the Body of Auxiliary Troops ftipulated by Treaties, 
and caufe 12,000 Men io embark direétly either at Re- 
vel or Riga. Hague Garette.
